THE FIRST THROUGH TRAIN

Temporary Hospitals Have Been 
Established In Burned Area.

Appalling 


Winnipeg, Oct. 10—The first Can- 
adian Northern train in several days 
reached here at 11.05 this morning 
from Fort Frances, this being the 
Duluth special. Traffic has thus beeu 
resumed through the fire-sept zone, 
but through traffic has not yet been 
established from Fort rFances east to 
Fort William. Telegraphic commun- 
ication has, however, been restored, 
the wire being strung

Lumber Mills Suffer. 

At Rainy River the -Rat Hh Rey 
Lumber company's mills are practic- 
ally a total loss, amounting to $150,- 
000. The Rainy River Lumber com- 
pany’s plant and 40,000,000 feet of 
lumber is intact. Ned Beaudette and 
New Spooner afé wiped off the map, 
but both the old towns are saved. The 
Shelin Matthew mill, valued at $300- 
000, together with sixty million feet 
of lumber, the biggest lumber yard 
on the continent, the plant being situ- 
ated at the junction of the Beaudette | 
and Rainy River, has also been saved, 
owing to the splendid fire fighting ap- 
pliances of the mill. Seventy-five dead 
are gathered in the morgue at Beau- 
dette. 

500 Daad Conservative Estimate. 

J. K, Cameron, general superinten- 
dent of the Canadian Northern, says 
the published reports of the _ total 
dead, five hundred, are probably con- 
servative. He returned from the scene 
of the disaster on the train this 
morning. If the fire reached Rapid 
River he says not a settler can have 
escaped and the loss will be great. It 
will be a month before the total list 
of the dead will be available, and even 
then the fate of many transient lab- 
orers in the mills may never be 
known. 

Realizing Extent of Calamity. 

Rainy River, Ont., Oct. 9, via Fort 
William, Ont., Oct. 9—The terrible re- 
sults of Friday night's and Saturday's 
fires are now commencing to be real- 
ized by the disheartened and home- 
less thousands. The bodies of the 
Gadin family found along the railway 
track three miles west of Beaudette 
were brought into town this morning, 
There was nota stitch of clothing left 
on any of them gave parts of the 
shoes. The bodies were just the same 
in appearance as if they had been 
baked in an oven. The skin was not 
broken and was a deep brown color. 
The mother still held her baby tight- 
ly clasped to her breast and together 
they were placed in rough boxes. 

Search Parties Sent Out, 

This morning searching parties were 
organized and went out south to re- 
lieve the suffering and pick up the 
bodies of the dead. It will be days be- 
fore they can be reached owing to 
the fact that great trees have fallen 
over the yoads and will have to be 
chopped away before wagons can be 
got through. In some cases houses 
are filled with refugees without food, 
a few miles from town. Matt Hend- 
rickson came in from his claim three 
and « half miles southwest of Beau- 
dette this morning. Thirty-two people 
are housed in his shack without food, 
he says:— 

House Not in Path, 

When the fire struck his place, six- 
teen of them got into an elght-revt 
deep, dry well and remained there 
on the verge of suffocation while the 
fire passed. It so happened that while 
the foree of the cyclone of fire pas- 
sed directly over tpe well, it passed 
to the southeast of his house and it 
did not burn, although everything else 
inflammable about the place burned. 
Many of the settlers got to the Rapid 
river and saved themselves by wad- 
ing into the water, although even then 
many were burned about the face

RACE FOR THE SOUTH POLE 
INVOLVES SIX COUNTRIES 


Expeditions Under Way—British 


rway, Argentine and America all Have 
Expedition Expects to Reach Pole 
» Expedition Plans to Make Start This 


Christiani, Norway, October $—The 
race for the South pole is on in earn- 
est. An even half dozen expeditions 
are likely to be in it ere long a@nd the 
list of entries never closes. 

The expeditions already on foot or 
contemplated represent Great Britain, 
Japan, Germany, Norway, Argentine 
and America. 

Capt. Scott's British expedition set 
sail from London June 1 on the Terra 
Nova, hoping to reach the goal in 
December of next year, 

Lieut. Filchner, of the German army 
general staff, plans to start his expe- 


dition in two vessels this month if he | 


gets the $500,000 he wants, with one 
ship if he raises only $250,000. 


Lieut. Shirase, a retired officer of 


; the Japanese navy, has organized an 

expedition to start from Tokio, Nov. 
ls in a 200-ton sailing vessel with aux- 
iliary steam engine. This party will 
be equipped for rapid work and will 
carry nothing not absolutely neces- 
sary. 

An agent of the Argentine govern- 
ment visited the Fore River shipyard 
at Quincy, Mass., last spring to study 
the plans of Peary's Aretic craft to 
get ideas for a ship to carry an expe- 
dition to the Antarctic region. 

The American South Polar expedi- 
tion, under the joint auspices of the 
National Geographical society, and the 
Peary Arctic club, has postponed its 
{date of starting until next year

Threatening Old Beaudctte. 

The fire is still threatening the de- 
struction of the few houses along the 
river in old Beaudette. The Engler 
company’s people gave up all hope of 


jsaving their property, two miles down 


the river. This afternoon at 2 o'clock 
they sent all their horses to a place of 
safety. The fire was then all around 
the mill property and the smoke is so 
dense it cannot be ascertained whe- 
ther it is burning or not 

In Rainy River over a hundred dep- 
uties have been sworn in and divided 
into groups of ten to fight the fire 
from all sides A wind, such 4» 
sprung up Friday night would seal 
our doom. ‘Tired and worn out the 
destitute. people roam the streets al- 
though the business men are showing 
a fine spirit of hopefulnesf and as 
goon as people are provided for will 
organize the plans to consolidate the 
two towns of Spooner and Beaudette 
aud build better than ever. 

This morning Mayor Williams, or 
Beaudette, called the business men to- 
gethér on the street and,an organiza- 
tion was effected to distribute pos- 
sible supplies. Word has been receiv- 
ed that supplies are on the way and 
great relief is felt. 

Cc, N. R, Bridge Burned. 


The great bridge on the C, N. R. 
was burned out six miles west of 
here. <A freight train ran onto the 


burning bridge and the engine had got 
half way off the bridge when it gave 
way. Several cars of wheat went 
down with the bridge, completely 
damming the water. The. engineer 
and fireman Jumped. THe conductor 
and brakemen and several refugees in 
the caboose had a narrow escape. 
Along the track on the river side were 
great piles of/ties which were burn- 
ing and every minute the people in 
caboose expected to be roasted alive 
They lay down on the floor to keep 
from smothering. Occasionally some 
}of the men would crawl out on their 
stomachs and scrape sand on the 
burning ties to keep the flames from 
the caboose. 

Practically all the live stock in the 
country ts burned. The bodies of 
horses and dogs and cats and other 
domestic animals about the streets 
| gives an idea of the heat on the street. 
A horse died tied to a telephone pole 
at a street corner with the bit clench- 
ed in its teeth and the iron pieces of 
its harness on the ground, while not 
a vestige of a strap remains, yet only 
the hair and outer skin of the horse 
is burned.

Special Policemen Attacked, 
A special policeman, Walter Farles, 
was attacked on Fifth street, Rainy 
river, last night. A gun was fired 
close to his face but the bullet glanc- 
jed off. He was then beaten up badly, 
one eye was destroyed and his chances 
of recovery are very slim, as he lay 
all night in a ditch in an alley unable 
to call for help, Armed guards pa- 
| trol the streets at night, but so many

Holding Cars Yor Escape. 
Railway officials arrived from Port 
Arthur early this morning and the 
| local officers are holding all available 
cars to enable the people to escape 
should the fire get into Rainy River. 
Over fifty freight cars were burned 
en the tracks at Beaudette and all 
the coal on hand for the railway. It 
came so suddenly that people who 
were packed up fearing such @ con- 
tingency, did not get a chance to save 
a thing. Had the fire come two or 
three hours Iater, when people were 
asleep, the death rate would have been 
| appalling. . 
Swamps Burning Fiercely. 
As no rain has fallen in this dis- 
trict since the snow left, save enough 


to barely wet the ground once or 
| twice, the swamp ground burns as 
fiercely as coal and makes a d@ivw 


pungent smoke, so stifling that no one 
can live in it. Our only hope for 
safety is in protracted rains or severe 
| cold weather as the ground is burning 
| three and four feet deep and there ts 
| no way of putting it out outside the 
radius of a hydrant. The Canadian 
government have forwarded some 
tents to house the people and they 
will be put up to night.

Halifax, N.S., Oct, 9.—Trouble in 
the Springhill coal miners’ strike has 
been resumed, Following the Injunc- 
tion granted by Judge Drysdale, 
which virtually stopped picketing, a 
period of lethargy set in Men came 
to Springhill and feund employment 
with the company without = interfer- 
ence by the strikers, Last week the 
scene changed. James D. McLennan, 
provincial organizer of the U.M.W., 
from Glace Bay, arrived in Springhill 
early in the week. A mass meeting 
of the strikers was held behind closed 
doors and the morning following pick- 
eting of an aggressive although  pas- 
aive character was resumed in greater 
foree than ever before 

Union Officials Arrested, 

Those of the strikebreakers who 
did not live behind the palisade had 
to run the gauntlet of from three to 
six hundred men. The company act- 
ed quickly and had warrants issyed for 
eight of the principal U.M.W. leaders. 
The men arrested were J. D. McLen- 
nan, provincial organizer; J. B. Moss, 
of Nova Scotia, U.M.W. executive; A. 
Cc. Bonnyman, president of the local 
lodge; Emil Nichelson, Lionel Dobar, 
Richard Richards, W. A. Mattix and 
Davis Colwell. The jast-mentioned is 
an elder of the Presbyterian church 
and is ene of the most highly-respect- 
ed citizens in Springhill. The trial 
was called for Saturday afternoon, 
but before any @vidence was taken ad- 
journment was made until next Sat- 
urday at ten o'clock. 

Mr. Moss expressed the view that 
the men would ultimately win out, 
that the mines could not be success- 
fully operated by the class of labor 
employed, that the longer the com- 
pany operated under existing condi- 
tions the more money it would lose. 
Over against the statement of Mr. 
Moss must be set some hard facts, 
viz., the company is steadily increas- 
ing its coal output; it has about as 
many men employed as it desires, and 
while a portion of them are far from 
desirable citizens, many are from 
Glace Bay and others from Cape Bre- 
ton collieries, and are experienced 
miners, There is no sign of yielding 
on either side, 


ALLEGES FRAUD IN 
THE REGISTRATION 


Jolin A, Gill Brings Action in Sapreme 
Court Against Tessie Taylor and 
Thomas Fanson, in Connection 
With Registrationi\of Transfer of 
Edmonton Property.

Fraudulent registration of a trans- 
fer of Edmonton property is alleged 
against Tessie Taylor and Thomas 
Fanson, defendants in the action Gill 
vs. Taylor et al, which ts being tried 
today in the Supreme Court. The 
plaintiff, John A. Gill, an Edmonton 
contractor, cgaims that a transfer of 
property, valued at $8,000, was made 
in November last from the defendant, 
Tessie Taylor, to the defendant, Thos, 
Fanson, for no consideration, and with 
the sale object of defeating him out 
of legal security for a debt. 

Mr, Gill claims that in April, 1909, 
the defendant Taylor was indebted to 
him in the sum of about $500 for work 
and labor and services, and in con- 
sideration of other services agreed to 
give him as security for the. same, 
transfer of lot 14, block 33, R.L. 12 
and 14, of Edmonton Settlement and 


lot 22, block 7, Dwyer Subdivision, of 
which she was then the registered 
owner A transfer of these lots was 


executed by her in the office of Cor- 
mack & Mackie. Believing the lots 
had been transferred, the plaintiff did 
considerable work for the defendant 
Taylor, and advanced her money in 
cash to the amount of $5,242.05, so 


that the total indebtedness reached 
$6,163.35. 
November 24th, 1909, the plaintiff 


Gill searched in the registry office and 
ascertained that he had no right or 
title on the records in lots 14 and 22, 
but that they stood in the name of the 
defendant, Thomas Fanson, by trans 
fer dated November 22nd, 1909, The 
sworn valuation by the defendant Fan 
son was $8,000. 

The plaintiff Gill swears that he 
believes the defendants, Thomas Fan. 
son and Tessie Taylor, acted in collu- 
sion and for the purpose of defeating 


and defrauding him out of his just 
claims and security and «that the 
transfer was miade without valuable 
consideration and executed for the

ADDRESS BY DR. TORY. 


More than two hundred men were 
present in the First Presbyterian 
church yesterday at the first of the 
series of men's mass meetings to be 
held each Sunday in one of the several 
city churchs during the winter months, 

Dr. H. M. Tory, president of the 
University of Alberta, was the speak- 
er and delivered an inspiring address 
on “The Religion of Experience,” the 
appreciation of his andience manifest - 
ing iteelf at the eanelusion of the doc- 
tors elaguent appeal in a round of 
‘hedttY applause. 

Dr, Tory said that the subject of 
his address had been suggested to him 
by the account in the gospels of the 
healing by Jesus of the man born 
blind. They would remember that the 
Pharisees blamed Jesus for having 
broken the law set forth in the old 
testament by healing this man on the 
Sabbath day, contending that in doing 
so He had committed an offence 
against the moral law and could not 
therefore be what He claimed to be. 
They would remember how they 
sought to commit Jsus first out of the 
mouths of the parents, and how the 
parents, being cautious people, refer- 
red him to their son as to a man old 
enough to speak for himself. The 
whereas he had’ been . blind now he 
instinct for argument and contented 
himself with replying that he knew 
nothing of this man, but knew vse 
whereas he had ben blind now he 
could see. Forced by further question- 
ing, however, and by the suggestion 
that the power of Jesus came from the 
evil one, the latent instinct for argu- 


ment was aroused in the man, and 
having postulated the fact that God 
gives power only to those who are 


worthy, he angered them by drawing | 
the logical inference that Jesus was a 
man of God. 

This was an example of truth real- 


would refer to some of the questions 
that had occupied an important place 
in the religious controversies of the 
century, 

Take for instance the great doctrine 
of sin. There was a sense in which it 
was true that all religions were as- 
sociated with some form of the doc- 
trine of sin. There were those, who 
tried to minimize the force of ft and 
told them that wrong doing sprung | 
from physical rather than moral 
causes; who attributed every form and 
degree of moral infirmity to the influ- 
enee of surroundings. For his part he | 
would venture to make the assertion 
that the doctrine of sin had in some 
way been associated with every step 
in the progress of man. 

It was‘ true that in the course of | 
time the definition of sin changed, but 
wherever man had risen he had de- 
fined for himself some doctrine of 
right and wrong by which he had 
sought to compel, not himself alone 
but others to live, believing that that 
doctrine was in some way under the 
control of a power higher than him- 


. ; 

Tuke the doctrine of the punish. | 
ment of sin. He remembered having | 
heard a clergyman state that he did 
not believe that God, whose attributes 
were merey and love, would punish 
sin, Yet upon the life of every being 
had.been written by the hand of God 
with a pen of iron the sentence ‘The 
soul that” siniieth” It shall die.” The 
man Who could’ proclaim that the 
mercy of God precluded the doctrine 
of punishment had shut his eyes to 
evérything that was’ going on around 
him. 

There was a sense in which the 
Bible was ‘a book of experience, Why 
had it taken sixteen hundred years to 
give the world this book? Because 
there was no single truth of life 
which it contained that had not first 
to find expression through some living 
soul, | 

There was a sense in which God 
himself was an experimental fact. He 
had yet to see any philosophical argu- 
ment for the existence of God that 
could compare for a moment with that 
to be derived from observation of the 
world around us, ' 

There was a sense in which Jesus 
himsélf made the whole of religion 
a fact of human experience. He did 
not tell men to study science or delve 
into the philosophy of the ancients in | 
order to learn to know his God. His 
instruction to them was summed up 
in the words: “If any man willeth te 
do the will he shall know of the doe- 
trine.”

To get away from the fact was 
to leave the real for the unreal.

International Falls, Minn,, Oct, 9—

the Rainy River and the ‘Lake of the 
Woods on the forth to 25 miles south, 
and from Spooner and Beaudette east 
to Warroad west who is not accounted 
for is déad} aécording to the most 
conservative Information, No one now 
estimates the dead at less than 200 
and the estimates run as high as the 
apppalling total of 1,000. Probably 
that is too high but it is certain that 
the dead will reach close to 500. All 
wires are down and not one train ran 
into Rainy River today or came from 
there so no information is obtainable. 
High winds are reported however, a 
through the Rainy River basin and it 
is feared that the wind ha caught 
the flames again and that what was 
left of the old town of Beaudette is 
now gone, 

Furthermore it is feared that Rainy 
River with its 2,000 inhabitants and 
3,000 refugees sleeping in estore build- 
ings and being fed as public charges, 
may have been unable to fight back: 
the flames. Late today a special re- 
lief train arrived on the Minnesota 
and International railway bearing pro- 
visions for Rainy River and_ the 
Bemidji Company of Minnesota Na- 
tional Guards which will take charge 
of the distribution of supplies and the 
preservation of order. The burned dis- 
trict will be placed under martial law. 
Mayor Berg of International Falls has 
appointed a relief committee’ to ar- 
range further care for nearly 300 fire 
refugees now quartered here. There 
are three typhoid cases among them, 
six men badly burned and it seemed 
all lost everything without exception. 
They are absolutely destitute. 

Women Are Heroes, 

The women have borne up under 
the terrible strain with wonderful for- 
titude and all stories from the first 
district are that the women and not 
the men were the heroes. When the 
refugees fled in panic from the freight 
cars that took them from Rainy River 
yesterday to this city men crushed 
women and children. In spite of the 
fact that the cars were choked so 
full that standing room was at a 
premium they insisted on craming 
themselves in. 

Miss Myra Burt, a prominent young 
woman of Beaudetfe stationed herself 
at the door of one car and kicked 
every man in the face with her point- 
ed shoe who attempted to board the 
car and herself reached out and took 
babies from the arms of mothers. 
When the train started there were 
five babfes aboard whose mothers were 
behind. They are being cared for in 
the hospital here. 

Burned Without Warning. 

Beaudette and Spooner were burned 
almost without warning. Half an 
hour before both towns were 
all aflame the fire spread to be five 
miles away and owing to the thick 
smoke little could be seen of it. Then 
the terrible news was spread of the 
approaching flames, and the people 
rushed from their homes to the stee! 
bridge that spans the Rainy river to 
the city of Rainy River. ‘Yales or 
men standing neck deep in the river, 
holding babies in their arms ana 
clutching at the sleeves of mothers, 
with moose, deer, bears, horses and 
cattle all about them, are so common 
that they pass with little comment. 
The whole thing is staggeringly big 
and the opinion here today is that all 
other forest fires pale into insigni- 
licance in comparison, It will take 
days to obtain a list of dead. Most 
of them are way back in the burned 


district, huddled in root cellars orf 
settlers cabins, slugs and river beds 


and in wells. 
Winnipeg Sends Aid. 

Winnipeg, Oct. 9.—As a result ot 
appeal from Mayor Moody of War- 
road, Minnesota, Winnipeg municipal 
authorities this evening sent the as- 
sistant chief and a dozen firemen with 
two steam fire engines and other 
equipment via C.N.R. special, which 
arrived in Warroad about midnight.

Thirty-five typhoid fever patients 
were carried on improvised litters 
from Spooner just before it was wiped 

off the map. Forty-five were carried 
from Beaudette and the Mecca of all 
the refugees carried or loitering from 
exhaustion, was Rainy River, Canada, 
across the water from the fire-ridden 
districts of Minnesota, 

Then the flames hit Rainy River, 
destroyed the lumber mills, and two 
hundred panic-stricken piled into 
freight cars and all but.mobbed the 
engineer of aj'switeh engine, who, 
thinking there was no. danger, start- 
ed to pull them out of «the town, 

Later ‘the flames subsided and last 
night 500 refugees landed in Inter- 
national Falls, strong men shaking 
like leaves in a gale, Women and their 
children, fever patients on shutters, 
burned men and women, satisfied in 
bandages, and a whole motley crowd 
in stock cars like cattle, 

Citizens Gave Refuge. 

International Falls met them at the 
stations, opened the city hall and ho- 
tel for them and gave them beds, 
such as could be provided, There was 
no escape to the west, the @ast was 
the only chance, and it was a slim 
one, 

Bridges and culverts had burned 
out, wires were down and trains were 
run at their full speed. All the way 
from Beaudette and Rainy River west 
to Warroad, a distance of fifty miles, 
was a solid mass of flames. Beaudette 
is only a charred remnant of a town, 
Spooner is wiped off the map. Cedar 
Spur, Graceton, Pitt, Swift and Roose- 
velt, meré hamlets, are burned to the 


ground, 

The dead include: David Roulin, 
wife and children; J. W. George 
Weaver, homesteader; Barbeau, wife 
and six children; Charles’ Baker, 


homesteader; C. I. Finn, homestead- 
er, wife and five children; Tom Barr, 
homesteader near Pitt; McCumber, 
ewif and six children; three unknown 
dead on Rapid river; M. Brennan, 
Rapid river; Alfred Palmho; Ed 
Rulin, wife and seven children, home- 
steader, 
Bodies on Railway Tracks, 

Nine dead bodies were seen on the 
fanadian Northern tracks by women 
who mounted the horses and fled 
down the railway. Four unknown 
dead are in the roothouse, west of 
Pitt, ineluding one mah, two wom- 
en and a baby. Four railway men 
went through the burned bridge be- 
tween Pitt and Beaudette in attempt- 
ing a rescue,

that steam rose from the surface. 
When they escaped it was through a 
furnace of dying goals with here and 
there a blaze reaching out for what 
it might destroy, 

Mrs, A. C. Ragson, aged sixty, a 
pioneer, stood in a freight car in the 
relief train with her granddaughter 
in her arms and told the marvellous 
tale of a white pony coming up to 
her on the track with neck extended 
and whinnying as if seeking aid. 


She called the pony to her and it 
stood while she mounted it and to- 
gether they went up the railway track 
at high speed while the forest blazed 
on both sides as they flew along. She 
says she counted nine bodies along 
the rails. 

No Escape for Settlers, 

The destruction of $3,000,000 worth 
of lumber, mill property, and millions 
of dollars worth of timber, pales into 
insignificance beside the horrible per. 
sonal suffering and the shocking death 
toll. 

There was no escape, the poor set- 
tlers were hemmed in their littie 
clearings with great forests on all 
sides, and with only a forest road 
connecting them with the main high. 
ways. 

Horses and cattle, released by their 
owners at the approach of the flames, 
fled to safety, and accompanying them 
were hundreds of deer, caribou and 
moose, and in truth the cattle lay 
down with bears, wildcats and timber 
wolves and with no danger’ from 
them. 

Rainy River, Oct. 
and Spooner, Minnesota, are complete 
ly destroyed. The bush fires which 
have been burning all summer were 
esterday fanned to terrible propor- 
tions by a hurricane. Pitt, Minnesota, 
a small village west of here, burned 
early in the day. The fire swept east 
ward so rapidly that settlers in their 
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way were overtake and burned to a 
crisp. Within a few miles of Beau- 
dette station six people died along 
the track. In one case a mother died 
with her baby clasped to her breast 
while the father died a few yards 
away. They lived along the railway 
not far from where they met their 


death. It is impossible to say how 
many settlers away from the railway 
have met a similar fate. Two families, 
one of eight members, and another 
of nine, are known to have died. A 
number of peopie are badly burned 
who. reached the. river; and some of 
whom will probably die. 
Confusion Is Grent. 

It is difficult to get the names of 
these people at this time as the con- 
fusion is very great and it is hard 
to locate partigs with the desired at- 
tention, Peopt in the three towns 
of Rainy River, Beaudette and Spoon- 
er, Surrounded they have been with 
smoke from fires most of the summer, 
had become so accustomed to the 
fires they were lulled into a sense of 
fancied security. 

Beaudette and Spooner are located 
directly opposite each other on the 
Beaudette river where it empties into 
the Rainy. Rainy River is located a 
mile to the east on the Canadian side 
of the river, All three towns were 
well provided with fire fighting appar- 
atus and felt they could handle the 
fire when it appeared. However, in 
the afternoon a terrific wind blew 
up from the south and west, twist- 
ing around occasionally to the north 
with great violence, thus spreading 
the fire in all directions and filling the 
air with smoke and flames impos- 
sible to approach or combat. 

Houses Burst Into Flames, 

While the flames in the woods were 
still half a mile away the houses sud. 
denly burst into flames in both towns 
on the American side simultaneously. 
The population flocked en masse to} 
the station at Beaudette,and to the 
siding at the mill yard in -Spooner.
